On the Kill April, tiie Hill tur regulating 
the fide ot Lands in the Australasian Colo- 
nies, wa* tend a second lime iu the House 
ol Commons, but although it is a mullfr 
ol 1 such high imjHiTlance, and Culuniol 
subjects are nut now treatrij with the sanie 
nonchalance tliat lliey were a few vears 
tuice, we regret to say that the report of 
what occurred is very imperfectly reported :

to prcrent person* from settling on the 
Middle Island, nntii (litre is a certain 
amount of population on the Xortheru Is- 
land, it approved of.
